“Every Indian should have enough 
fo own a car and a radio,” John 
George declared, “Instead of that 
many of us are starving.”

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MISTAKES WILL HAPPEN 

The C.G.A. decided that the recount it asked 
for need not go any further when it was found 
a mistake of a returning officer had deprived 
Alderman East of a hundred votes in one poll. 
That gave him a lead which there was little 
prospect of re-counting away. 

Perhaps it will be as well for the city if all 
parties agree to take the corrected figure as the 
final count and let the matter rest where it is. 
The law may not be “a hass,” as one celebrated 
authority contended, but it sometimes produces 
un-looked-for results. 

It may just be that a mistake of that kind 
could be argued in court as sufficient to upset 
the civic elections. Edmonton taxpayers are 
not feeling wealthy enough to pine for avoidable 
law-suits and unnecessary elections. 


A MARKET FOR FEED 


Some time ago Sheriff McGregor of Brandon, 
Man., visited Edmonton, in the course of a 
survey undertaken to find out whether straw 


and hay could be secured in the west for ship- 
ment to the dried-out sections of the western 
central States. 

In the advertising columns Mr. McGregor 
has announced that he has been appointed pur- 
chasing agent in Canada for the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration of the United 
States, and is prepared to buy roughage for this 
purpose, He explains there is no intention to 
take out of the country feed that is needed here, 
and that the provincial governments can com- 
mandeer any fodder in his possession at any 
time. 

It has been apparent since last summer that 
there would be a market in the United States 
for all the feed western Canada could spare. 
Lack of any action on the part of Canadian 
authorities to get the business going has un- 
doubtedly resulted in a good deal of feed being 
left uncut, wasted or burned. Farmers will no 
doubt welcome the opportunity to turn their 
available surplus into cash, though it is late 
In coming. 

Premier Reid and Hon. George Hoadley are 
in Ottawa, supposedly negotiating along some 
line or other in connection with the export of 
feed to the United States. It is to be hoped 
they secure a reduction in freight rates, the 
most important item in fixing the price to the 
arme U. S. railways have already reduced 

on feed, but the Canadian roads have not 
reduced the cost of hauling it to the boundary. 


WHERE CANADA IS POOR 

It was quite unusual of course, and may have 
been officially improper—the sort of thing that 
“isn't done” and all that—but there was also 
something humanly refreshing and essentially 
judicious in the outburst of Magistrate Williams 
in police court to the following effect: “The 
angels in Heaven must weep and the imps in 
Hell laugh” at the treatment that is sometimes 
handed out to unfortunate pergons in Canada 
in the name of justice. 

The magistrate was dezling with the case of 
a man who had been mangled in a threshing 
machine eight years ago, and who was hailed 
into court on a charge of vagrancy because he 
could not live independently on an allowance 
of $1.18 a week. 

He was found guilty of course; the statute 
law had been broken. Who could live on $1.18 
a week? 

But what about the system for the adminis- 
tration of justice under which a crippled man 
is required to live on $1.18 a week, and charged 
with vagrancy if he can't do it? It is inde- 
fensible on any ground that such a thing can 
happen, and a national disgrace that it can 
happen in Canada. 

This country is not so poor in 
real wealth that crippled veterans of industry 
or war must be told to starve or beg, and in 
begging leave themselves open to a charge of 
vagrancy, But Canada is desperately poor in 
some other things which are of more value 
than money. It is poor in lacking law-makers 
with a sense of human values and their own 
responsibility. They have been destitute even 
of a sense of sardonic humor, since they see 
nothing ridiculous in ordering that a man must 
live on $1.18 a week. 


IN THE SAME “BOAT” 

The city council gave hearty approval to the 
proposal that the mayors of western cities get 
together at a conference to discuss ways and 
means to cut down interest charges and enlarge 
civie revenues, 

Mayor Davison of Calgary is taking steps to 
call the conference and it is hoped the gather- 
ing will be held early in the new year, with 


money or in 


the cities from Winnipeg to Victoria repre- 
sented, 

Financially these cities are in positions 
similarly strenuous, not to say perilous, All of 
them are struggling to pay good times interest 
rates out of the heavily depleted earnings of 
their taxpayers, and none of them succeeding. 
Deficits, openly admitted or obscured, are the 
common results of a year's financial operations. 
And nowhere is there a prospect of recovery 


‘so Mapid and so complete as would put the 


taxpayers again in position to meet the demands 
and make up the arrears 

Relief for this condition will have to come 
eventually through federal action; the provinces 
are in much the same position and must co- 
operate with the cities and municipalities. One 
city acting alone gets little attention at Ottawa. 
Edmonton has found that out, But if the larger 
centres in four provinces, comprising the west- 
ern and larger “half” of the Dominion, unite 
in making a common demand their representa- 
tions cannot be ignored. And there is plenty 
of evidence that eastern cities will not be far 
behind them when they present their pleas for 
a scaling down of their debt burdens to payable 
proportions. 

A nation-wide epidemic of municipal bank- 
ruptcies cannot be a pleasing prospect from the 
Ottawa viewpoint.

So very soon after the whole Empire has 
been celebrating the marriage of a handsome 
prince of the blood to a beautiful princess, it 
may seem ungracious to introduce the topic of 
divorce. But that’s life. 

Not to many princesses in exile is it given 
to enter a_ reigning royal 
family with the prestige of 
the Windsors, to become the 
bride of a handsome and be- 
loved prince, to be acclaimed 
by multitudes, to be bom- 
barded by costly presents and 
to have one’s husband get a 
$75,000 a year increase in his 
salary on his wedding day. 
It isn't often it happens out- 
side of the fairy stories. No 
wonder that people of all

classes from duchesses to scullery maids, from 
kings to cabbies, were lifted into a dreamland 
exaltation. 

But take the average run of mine in the 
marriage bunker and what do people get. One 
man I know of got a woman whose mania was 


dress, Within a space of two months by one 
pretext and another she secured on credit from 
over fifty stores, no fewer than two hundred 
dresses. Under the law as it stands, he was 
made liable, and for years had to sacrifice to 
pay for them. But spending mania is not a 
ground for divorce, 

Another I knew got a wife with a venomous 
tongue. In due course she expanded her sphere 
of operations. When she slandered a neighbor 
woman, the neighbor took her to court and ob- 
tained a judgment for $1500 damages, Under 
the law, the husband became liable for his wife's 
slander. But a venomous tongue js not a 
ground for divorce. 

And women fare even worse when they pick 
lemons in the garden of love. They may marry 
men who become spendthrifts, wastrels, wife- 
beaters, drunkards, criminals, lunatics or plain 
ordinary swine, but none of these defects in the 
(theoretical) breadwinner are grounds for 
divorce. Former Alfonso of Spain is asking 
the Vatican to annul the marriage of his second 
son, the Count Covadongt, who married a very 
wealthy Cuban woman. The ground cited is 
that the erstwhile Prince of the Asturias—who 
renounced his right to the vacant throne of 
Spain to win the beautiful lady and her pesetas 
—contracted a marriage that was morganatic 
and without the consent of His Majesty. But 
that plea, if heeded, as it most likely will be, 
doesn’t carry any comfort to we mortals of 
ordinary clay who are free from the Hapsburg 
taint. 


A recent case in the Saskatchewan courts 
deserves mention, because it opens up ar 
avenue of escape to those who have the grave 
misfortune to have a spouse who is a mental 
defective. It is the first time that that province 
has granted an annullment of marriage on this 
ground. 

The parties and circumstances are as follows, 
Mrs. Helen M. Jones of Moose Jaw, who mar- 
ried an employee of the Dominion Lands Office 
in that city in December, 1926, applied to Mr. 
Justice Donald MacLean for an order of annull- 
ment. Five months after marriage her husband 
developed symptoms of insanity grave enough 
to warrant his removal to the provincial mental 
hospital. Alienists from that institution testi- 
fied that he is hopelessly incurable from para- 
noid dementia praecox. He has hallucinations 
that people are conspiring against him. The 
doctors believe that he was an incipient suf- 
ferer from this mental malady for many months 
before his admission. On this evidence, Mr. 
Justice MacLean found that the defendant was 
mentally diseased at the time of his marriage 
and declared the marriage void. 

All people are in an abnormal state of mind 
when they marry. But the judgment does not 
comprehend a general jail delivery. There must 
however be many people in the Dominion in 
the same plight as the plaintiff in the Moose 
Jaw case, who married spouses who developed 
symptoms of insanity shortly after marriage, 
to whom the judgment will come with a mes- 
sage of hope. Alas that law is not acute enough 
to see that a woman with a spending mania or 
a slander mania, or a man with a drink mania 


“or a temper mania is a lunatic too—dnd a very 


dangerous lunatic to be hitched to.

From another part of ‘the Dominion comes 
another interesting appeal to the courts, though 
of a different character. 

A well-known doctor of chiropractic in Van- 
couver about to retire from practice in favor of 
his son, threatens action against the police 
force of that city unless within thirty days they 
remove his photograph from the Rogues Gal- 
lery and surrender up his finger-prints from 
their criminal records. 

For be it known that years ago the doctor 
was convicted of the crime of making several 
persons well] by the practice of chiropractic, not 
being a member of the medical doctors’ union. 
He was “mugged” and his finger-prints taken, 
to be available for identification of criminal 
bureaux and police officers in all parts of the 
world in the event of his continuing the crime 
of making sick people well by non-union 
methods. 

I recall the conviction. Though being in the 
happy position of never having had a doctor in 
my life and not attempting to sit in judgment 
on the relative methods of making a sick per- 
son well by taking kinks out of the spine, or 
putting drugs into their bread-basket or pus 
from animal] sores into their blood, I addressed 
an indignation meeting on the victim's behalf 
in a Vancouver theatre. So much indignation 
was aroused that the attorney-genera] inter- 
vened and saved the doctor from having to do 
two months’ hard labor. Now, unrepentant, 
and with his craft recognized by the legislature, 
he wants to have his criminal measurements, 
photographs and finger-prints destroyed. 

For once I must part company with the good 
doctor. I think it an honor to be numbered 
with the great company of martyrs and the 
persecuted for the advancement of knowledge, 
from Socrates who drank the hemlock to 
Michael Servetus who was burned at the stake 
for his medical discoveries and religious beliefs, 
If I were he I'd treasure the existence of those 
fingerprints as I treasure the memory of an 
occasion when I once did serve a brief time be- 
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“The Son of Man is come to seck and to save that which 1s. lost.?? —vae wie.

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Eggs poached in Milk, 
served on Melba Toast; Baked Apple, Lunch: 
All desired of one kind of acid Fruit; Glass of 
Milk. Dinner: Baked Chicken, Melba Toast 
Dressing; Buttered Beets; 
Spinach; Salad of shredded 
Lettuce; Apricot Whip. 

MONDAY — Breakfast: 
Cottage Cheese; Sliced Pine- 
apple. Lunch: Cornbread; 
String Beans; Lettuce Salad. 
Dinner: Broiled Steak with 
Mushrooms; baked Eggplant; 
Salad of chopped raw Cab- 
bage; Pear Sauce. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: 
Coddled Eggs; Melba Toast; 
stewed Prunes. Lunch: Cucumber and Olive 
sandwiches of genuine Wholewheat Bread; raw 
Celery. Dinner: American Cream Cheese (one 
fourth pound to a serving); Cooked Asparagus; 
cooked Turnips; head Lettuce; JeYo or Jell- 
Well, No Cream. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast; Wholewheat 
Mush; Stewed Raisins. Lunch: Orange Milk. 
Dinner: Brojled Rabbit; baked Eggplant; 
steamed Carrots; Salad of raw Spinach; dish of 
Junket. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: French Omelet on 
Melba Toast; stewed Figs. Lunch: Baked sweet 
potatoes Celery; Salad of shredded Lettuce. 
Dinner: *Mushroom Soup; Roast Beef; Baked 
Beets; Lettuce and grated carrot salad Prune 
Whip. 

FRIDAY--Breakfast: Poached Egg; crisp 
bacon; Melba Toast; Stewed Apricots. Lunch: 
Buttermilk (one pint) with ten or twelve dates. 
Dinner: Jellied tomato consomme; Broiled Filet 
of Sole; Spinach; Asparagus; Sliced Cucumbers 
on Lettuce. No dessert. 

SATURDAY — Breakfast: Baked stuffed 
Apple with a little Cream if desired; Slice of 
Melba Toast. Lunch: Potato Soup; raw Celery 
and Lettuce. Dinner: Roast Mutton; mashed 
Squash; cooked Lettuce; String Bean Salad; 
Grapejuice Whip. 

*MUSHROOM SOUP—Place in one quart of 
cold water, a half-cup of diced celery, one diced 
carrot, one tablespoonful of chopped parsley, 
and one cup of mushrooms cut in small pieces. 
Place over fire and bring to boiling point. Keep 
tightly covered, and just below boiling point for 
one hour. When ready to serve, add a little 
boiling water if liquid has diminished from 
original quart, and a half pint to a pint of hot 
cream. Do not thicken with flour or cornstarch. 
Add a little salt at the table if desired.

QUESTION: Mrs. Pear] M. writes: “My hus- 
band, age 54, is recovering from an acute attack 
of uremic poisoning. Ten days ago his blood 
pressure was 170, now 124, and temperature 
normal again. His neck is stiff and has pain in 
neck and head. He speaks with great difficulty; 
seems as though his throat and tongue were 
partially paralyzed, although doctor cannot 
detect any paralysis. Would like to know what 
diet to put him on; how long, quantity, etc. He 
had only fruit puices first few days; now he has 
milk, junket, jello and toast. Could he have 
peach, pear, or cherry juice? What could be,the 
possible reason for his inability to talk. When 
he tries, a word or two sounds and then only his 
lips move. He seems to see all right.” 

ANSWER: It is not unusual to have diffi- 
culty in speaking after an attack of uremic 
poisoning. The best treatment for ridding the 
system of the accumulated toxins is to use a 
four or five-day fast, taking no food but orange 
juice—a glassful every two hours—and one or 
two enemas a day. This should then be follow- 
ed by a milk diet until all symptoms have dis- 
appeared. I wouJd not advise the use of fruit 
juices which contain sugar. 

QUESTION: Mr. John B. L. writes: “I am 
a man of 70 years of age, have always had good 
health, but have always been abnormally 
sleepy, and as I grow older it becomes worse.” 

ANSWER: The most important cause of ab- 
normal sleepiness is from overeating. Even 
though you are a hard worker, you probably 
eat more food than your body requires. The 
large amount of energy you use in digesting this 
food takes away vital forces from other parts 
of your body, including the brain. Try cutting 
down the amount of food you have been using 
to about one-half and see if I am not right.

Banks “Absorbed” The Credit 


By ROBERT H. HEMPHILL 
Financial Authority 


In their hurried efforts to sup- 
press an initial and vindictive 
outburst some of the diplomatic 
speakers at the ABA convention 
in Washington made no effort to 
conceal the fact that at least a 
fraction of the banking fraternity 
has persistently antagonized the 
president's efforts to lift the na- 
tion from this unhappy depres- 
sion, 

To the student of finance there 
is no mystery in the complete 
failure of the government's vast 
spending program to visibly ad- 
vance recovery. The whole story 
is unmistakably exhibited in a 
comparison of the consolidated 
statement of all banks of the 
nation as of June 30, 1934, with 
the similar date in 1933. 


During this period the admin- 
istration has put into circulation 
something like 5,000 millions of 
additional credit. 

If this additional credit were 
still in circulation it would, of 
course, show as a 5,000-million- 
dollar increare in net demand 
deporits in our commercial banks. 

Instead of showing such an in- 
crease, or any increase, they show 
a small decrease. 

The total net demand deposits 
of all banks on June 30, 1933, 
were 15,288 millions of dollars. 
(a) On June 30, 1934, the total 
net demand depocits were 14,881 
millions of dollars, (b) a credit 
contraction of 400 millions. 

Where is this 5,000 millions of 
new credit? 

The answer is simple, but it 
goes directly to the heart of our 
increasing unemployment — our 
deepening depression. 

Despite the president's efforts 
to prime the economic pump by 
lavish public expenditure, the 
banks have continued to press 


the collection of their loans, and 
by this procedure have with- 
drawn credit from circulation a 
trifle faster than the administra- 
tion has injected it. 

This new credit circulated until 
it came into the hands of some- 
one who owed a bank, and the 
bank immediately seized it. 

The net effect is that not only 
have our vast expenditures been 
rendered futile, but the taxpayers 
of the nation are stuck for 5,000 
millions to pay off that amount 
of slow bank loans. 

Had this new credit remained 
in circulation it would have in- 
creased the annual diversified 
transactions of the nation 180,000 
millions of dollars, resulting in a 
net increase of 15,000 millions in 
the annual national income, 

At the present low wage level, 
this increased purchasing power, 
averaging approximately $500 per 
family, should have returned six 
millions to seven millions of the 
eleven millions of idle workmen 
to industry, 

There is nothing encouraging 
in the widely published last- 
minute expressions of the “new 
spirit of co-operation” by which 
some of the articulate big city 
bankers, apprehensive of coming 
sweeping legislation, are seeking 
to delay the re-design of this im- 
portant mechanism which has so 
signally failed us. It is not a 
question of disposition. 

The recent report of the senate 
banking and currency committee 
says; 

“America's banking system is 
outmoded, archaic and incapable 
of performing functions essential 
to the economic safety and na- 
tional welfare. 

“Prescient basic banking re- 
forms are necessary. Reformation 
and correction in retrospect of 
comparative trivialities will not 
suffice.”
